In mak- 
ing out his tax returns, he said, 
he relied on memory. 


Paid by Distiller. . 
The “overlooked” $5000 was a 
check from American Distilling 


Co. of New York, which has em- 
ployed Doyle as an attorney since 
1926 or 1927, he testified. The 
Post-Dispatch disclosed last April 
13 that Doyle was an attorney for 
directors of the distilling firm in 
a suit in United States District 
Court in Peoria to construe‘terms 
of an $11,000,000 trust agreement. | 
At the same time, Doyle also was 
attorney for government tax of- 
ficials. 

From 1945 through 1950, Doyle 
reported gross income from the 
Government and from outside 
sources of $141,989. That in- 
cluded at least $86,517 from out- 
side law practice and $48,468 in 
salary as United States attorney. 

Only last week, Doyle testi- 
fied, he filed an amended tax 
return and paid the additional tax 
on the $5000 he had “overlooked.”

Once this position is achieved, 
the general said, then “we can 
look forward to a time when Com- 
munism will, at least, give up its 
aggressive ambitions, live at home

Touching on the civil rights 
question, Eisenhower said: “There 
‘can be no second-class Americans 
except as a result of second-rate 
Americanism.” 


He argued there must be equal- 
ity of opportunity—and he said he 
was “for wiping out every inequal- 
ity of opportunity.” 

“And I am for starting to do| 
'that right in our nation’s capital 
/as well as in every other opera- 
tion, military and civil, of our 
Federal Government.” 

He said the Democratic Admin- 
istration had failed in the past 20 
years to end segregation in the 
nation’s capital. 

Federal Aid fer Schools. 

The General proposed federal 
aid for schools. ‘More than. 60 
per cent of all our public school | 
classrooms are now me 


overcrowded,” he said. “We 
have,” he added, “provided fed- 
eral funds to help the states build 
hospitals and mental institutions. 
In this critical problem of adequ- 
ate education we must now under- 
take to help needy states build 
schools. Such help should be ex- 
tended only where a state is doing 
its utmost but because of in- 
adequate resources or special 
burdens is unable to do the job 
on its own.” 


“In such a program,” said 
Eisenhower, “the cost of mainte- 
nance of administration under the 
actual business of teaching should 
be borne by the localities and 
the states themselves. That is 
their responsibility. That is the 
American answer to federal com- 
pulsion.” 

At Long Beach yesterday, he 
again attacked centralized govern- 
ment, saying the Administration 
had pushed its “long nose further 
and further into the people’s busi- 
ness.” Under the term “para- 
mount interest,” he. said, the 
Government was moving more | 
and more into areas that should 
be controlled by the states.

country—a Democratic victory in November. 
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And I know Adlai Stevenson 
will do the same thing for you 
when you elect him. 

One of the things for which I 
have been most savagely attacked 
is my effort to preserve the Bill 
of Rights, and the spirit of mu- 
tual tolerance and fair play that 
we must have to hold our nation 
together. 

Ours is a nation of many dif- 
ferent groups. Of different races, 
different national origins and dif- 
ferent religions. The American 
principle is that all men have 
equal rights—before the law and 
in our economic life. This is the 
idea that holds us together, and 
has made us the greatest nation in 
the world. 

But this principle is always un- 
der attack. Some people are al- 
ways trying to cut down the lib- 
erties of others—or block the 
progress of racial or national 
groups different from their own. 

t me tell you this: The 
President, whoever he may be, 
is, in many cases, the last line 
of defense against those at- 
tacks on your freedom. d 
you better be sure that you 
have a man in the White House, 
these next four years, who un- , 
derstands what it takes to pre- 
serve your rights. You had bet-,. 
ter have a man who is not afraid 

| te use the powers of his office 
- te veto measures that endan- 
| ger your liberty. For I believe 
the pressures are going to be 
| heavier than ever, these next 
four years, to break down the 
principles of the Bill of Rights. 
| And, quite frankly, this is one 
_ part of the job of being Presi- 
| dent that you better not turn 
over to a professional military 
general. 

I want to tell you tonight about 
a fight that has been going on” 
during my term of office, over 
thig question of equality and free- 
dom. I want to show you how 
the Democratic party has been on 
the. side of the people in this 
fight, and the Republican party 
in Congress has been against us. 

Many of us have ties—of kin- 
ship, or national origin—with 
lands beyond the sea. We feel 
deeply the trials and troubles 
those nations are experiencing. 
We are distressed by the terrible 
ordeal of the people of Poland 
and Hungary and other countries 
of eastern Europe behind the 
godless Iron Curtain. We know 
the struggles of the people of 
such nations as Italy and Greece,

should for the refugees from So- 
viet terror. And for the victims 
of overcrowding in the free coun- 
tries. ; 

Now, I want to tell you some- 
thing about these laws. ~ 


each European country in ac- 
cordance with the past contribu- 
tion of that country te the pop- 
ulation of the United States. 
Under this system, we can ad- 
mit over 65,000 British subjects 
every year, although very few 
want to come. But we can only 
admit 6500 from Poland or 5600 
from Italy—308 from Greece— 
countries where the need is 
great and pressing. 

This national origin quota sys- 

tem is a Republican invention. It 
was conceived and written into 
law under a Republican President 
and a Republican Congress in the 
1920's. It is based on a discredited 
and un-American theory of racial 
superiority. That theory consid- 
ers ‘so-called “Nordics” from Eng- 
land and northern Europe to be 
superior to persons born in Italy, 
Greece, Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
or any of the countries of south- 
ern or eastern Europe. 
The Republican party took full 
credit for this discriminatory pol- 
icy. They boasted of it, as one 
of their achievements, in their 
1932 platform. 


It is, of course, necessary to 
regulate the flow of immigra- 
tion and to have some kind of 
limitation on numbers. It is 
also necessary to exclude unde- 
sirable individuals. But I think 
it is un-American to exclude a 
qualified, worthy, individual 
just because he comes from Po- 
land or Italy or Hungary. And 
that is exactly what happens 
under this Republican law. 


The policies of the Republican 
party haven’t changed very much 
since they wrote this law in 1924. 
Let me prove that to you. 

After the second World War, we 
wanted to do something to help 
the millions of uprooted and 
homeless persons in Europe. At 
my urging, the Eightieth Congress 
adopted the Displaced Person act. 
That was necessary to get around 
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a complete security system for 
our Federal Government. We have 
the FBI, whieh is doing a good 
job—and we have counter-espi- 
onage activities that I can’t talk 
about because they are secret. 
And our intelligence agencies are 
constantly on the alert. 

What then is all the current 
oratory on the Republican side 
about? 

Well, I'll tell you. 

There is a group of hotheads— 
mostly Republicans, but with a 
few Democrats—who want te 
break down all our constitutional 
guarantees in dealing with the 
problem of Communism. They 
want to do away with ‘the Bill of 
Rights whenever a man is accused 
of Communism. They want to be 


of mere suspicion. This immigra- 
tion law that I vetoed was a step 
in the direction of such lawless 
and unconstitutional procedures. 

But I am not going to yield to 
this pressure to weaken the Bill 
of Rights—and neither, if I know 
him, will Adlai Stevenson. 


Because the Bill of Rights 
protects us all, once it it brok- 
en down in one the 
irrational forces of prejudice 
and hate will break through, 
and endanger all of us. And 
the first people to suffer, if 
this happens, will be natural- 
ized citizens and those of for- 
eign parentage—and all those 
roots in this country are réla- 
tively new. 


This sort of thing has happened 
before in our history. It hap- 
pened in the days of the Know- 
Nothings, a secret party dedi- 
cated to hatred of immigrants 
and of the Catholic church. It 
happened after World War I, 
when a wave of hysteria about 
Communism led to violent and 
illegal acts against aliens, per- 
sons of foreign extraction and la- 
bor unions. 

It could happen again, unless 
we hold firm against prejudice 
and racial hatred — unless we 
stand on the Bill of Rights and 
hold a man innocent until he is 
proved guilty. 

I have been trying to stand 
firm on that line. I have been 
abused and criticized for it.

Eisen- 
lipwer did not use the term 
“compact” but his language left 
no doubt of his general mean- 
ing, and this fact was noted 
openly by members of the Mis- 
sour! Basin Interagency Com- 
mittee meeting here. The Post- 
Dispatch learned that the back- 
ground for the General's Seattle 
speech was provided, chapter 
arid verse, by Gov.

ISRAEL TO RELEASE 
IMPOUNDED FUNDS 
OF ARAB REFUGEES 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., Oct. 
10 (AP) — The government of 
Israel has agreed to pay out all 
blocked bank accounts of Arab 
refugees, a figure estimated by 
commission sources at nearly 
$15,000,000. 

The first payment will be 
$2,810,000 with priority for small 
private account holders consid- 
ered to be in particular distress. 

The step was announced by the

Task Regarded as Finished. 


California is a turning point, 
or at least is expected to be a 
turning point, precisely because 
the task of whiting the sorely 
divided Republican party is now 
regarded as finished.

Anybody Remember Kelly ? 

Nobody here has seen Kelly for a long time, 
but a tiny news item from Texas. reports that 
Shipwreck Kelly, with tears in his eyes, has an- 
nounced he is retiring from flagpole sitting. He 
is 73, says the news item, and has long been top 
man in his profession. 

Despite a feW discrepancies in reporting, this 
is presumably the same Shipwreck Kelly who 
came to St. Louis in 1927 at the age—he said 
then—of 33. He sat atop a flagpole for seven 
days and 13 minutes. It was a 30-foot pole on 
the roof of the eight-story Maryland hotel (now 
the Baltimore) at Ninth and Pine streets. 

For a week Kelly took catnaps in his catbird 
seat, shaved, fasted and weathered a heavy rain 
and wind. Then he slid down the pole, kissed 
his bride, and left for New York to sit 13 days 
on a 116-foot flagpole. He was not much richer 
than when he came though he returned to St. 
Louis the next year to stand, not sit, on the 
same pole. “There's not so much money in the 


’ gtunt job,” Kelly said, “but it keeps you out 


in the open.” 

On the day of Kelly's departure, according to 
the papers, Lloyd George was concerned about

Titans of the professional ice hockey business 
are locked in a dispute that has rapidly assumed 
the proportions of a Panmunjom of the sporting 
world, with the result that nobody seems quite 
sure when our Flyers will take the ice at 5700 
Oakland avenue. 

The American 
Hockey League, in which St. Louis is represent- 
ed, has adopted a rule specifying that players 
loaned to A.H.L. clubs from hockey’s National 
League—the major league—can not be recalled 
until the close of the season. The National 
League rejected the rule and threatens to farm 
its players to other minor leagues. Without 
players from the National League, it is question- 
able whether some A.H.L. cities could field a 
team.

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Gen. Eisenhower’s Fine Sentiment 

Gen. Eisenhower was on a good track in Los 
Angeles in his appeal to the youth of the coun- 
try.

We can go forward to get rid of inequities 
between persons, to build a strong floor 
over the pit of personal disaster and point 
the way to an abundant secure future for all 
our peoples.

The Washington Post said the 
operation was performed three 
weeks ago at Georgetown Uni- 
versity Hospital, The patient was 
identified only as a 30-year-old 
housewife, whose own heart 
valve had been damaged by 
rheumatic heart disease. 

Last Sunday, the Post said, the 
woman left the hospital for her 
home “hale and happy,” and re- 
turned to the hospital Tuesday 
night only as an exhibit for a 
medical staff discussion.. 

The man-made valve, consisting 
of a plastic ball one-half inch in 
diameter inside an inch-long tube, 
was designed to replace the three 
small flaps of tissue that nor- 
mally restrict blood to a one-way 
flow. Blood flowing out from 
the heart dislodges the plastic 
ball. Between heart pulses the 
ball falls back*to close the tube, 
preventing blood from flowing 
back to the heart.

Not Too Comic Jealousy 


It’s pretty hard to concoct a new plot for a comedy of 
marital jealousy, so they have to depend for merit on either 
amart or witty dialogue, wise sopnistication, or zany farcical 
developments. “MY WIFE’S BEST FRIEND,” at the AM- 
BASSADOR, tries to steer between the three courses without 
too much succéss, The dialogue is merely routine. The 
sophistication is only slicknéss. Ideas from “Dream Girl,” 
and Maugham’s “The Constant Wife,” are tossed in, but the 
results are mild. Anne Baxter does well enough as a wife 
who dramatizes herself into several methods of retaliation 
after her husband confesses a peccadillo with her best girl 
friend several years before, when he thinks they are going 
to be killed in an airplane accident. So does Macdonald Carey 
as the badgered and frustrated husband. But with any com- 
petent movie-goer able to predict every turn in the script 
with his eyes shut, the net results are only a few smiles.

There's nothing to distinguish “APACHE WAR SMOKE” 
at the ORPHEUM from any other Indian Western except 
Gilbert Roland’s saturnine playing of a light-hearted bandito 
intent on getting a gold shipment under guard of his son.

Proper Lighting 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


UTUMN and winter mean more time spent reading and 
J siusving TV viewing, and working around the house. 

But a lot of homes are woefully lacking in good lighting. 
Homemakers and students could use some freely available 
lighting recipes. All that’s required is a tape measure. 

Good lighting promotes efficiency and comfort. It pre- 
vents quick tiring and such feelings as eyestrain (which it 
isn’t) or headache. It favors greater relaxation. 

Industry has learned that good lighting pays off in more 
production and less absenteeism. But homemakers often neg- 
lect adequate lighting for such tasks as reading, sewing, 
studying, food preparation, laundry work and ironing, and 
puttering in the home workshop. 

x x ~ 

GOOD LIGHT not only means easier, faster, and less 
tiring, studying, housework, and relaxation. It can also make 
rooms appear larger, cheerier and more graciously charming. 

Good lighting will not prevent eye damage. It can’t 
because you do not hurt healthy eyes by using or misusing 
them. If you choose to read in semi-darkness, you may get 
a headache and stiff neck from crouching, but you won't hurt 
your eyes. 

If you normally wear spectacles for ordinary near or 
farsightedness and choose not to wear them for days or weeks, 
it. won’t hurt your eyes. You may die from walking into a 
car you couldn’t see or break your neck from falling down 
stairs, but your eyes won't be hurt. 

* 

HOW CAN YOU BE SURE of having good lighting in 
your home without using elaborate meters or other fancy 
gadgets? Simply by using a new free booklet plus a tape 
measure. The book contains 22 lighting recipes for afl the 
different lighting needs in your house. 

This booklet is called, “See Your Home in a New Light.” 
You probably can get it free for the asking from your local 
electrical utility. , 

For instance, there is one recipe for studying at a desk 
with an ordinary table lamp about 25 inches tall. The bulb 
should be a 150-watt frosted bulb or the three-way, 50-100- 
150-watt lamp. The bottom of the shade (with a diameter of 
16 inches) should be 15 inches from the desk top. The center 
of the lamp should be 12 inches from the front edge of your 
desk and 15 inches to the left of your book or papers if 
you're right-handed or 15 inches to the right if left-handed. 

The top of the desk should be covered with a large 
pastel blotter to prevent reflections and glare, and avoid 
contrasts with light-cofored papers. These measurements and 
wattages assure you of having about 40 foot-candles of soft 
illumination on your book or papers while studying. This 
much light makes study go easier and faster.

ANOTHER RECIPE is the one for best lighting while 
reading in an easy chair or davenport by a floor lamp. 
Assuming the floor lamp uses the 100-200-300-watt three-way 
bulb and is about the usual height of 60 inches to top of 
reflector, the lamp should be placed 15 inches to the right 


or left of the center of your book as you hold it while seated, | 


and 26 inches to the rear of this point. This provides about 
35-foot-candles of soft, diffused light for your maximum com- 
fort and relaxation while reading.

out was to Capt. Sperber. Sperber 
was told to try and obtain aerial 
maps of New York showing all of 
the city’s most vital buildings.

NE of the major headaches 
QO you're likely to run across 

when doing various remodel- 
ing jobs is the fact that few rooms 
are completely square, few floors 
are absolutely level and all walls 
aren’t perfectly upright. 


For example, when you get the 
idea to apply tileboard or tile to 
the lower portion of a wall you 
should never start at the floor 
line and work up because this will 
mean that the top of the tilework 
is going to be on a slight angle. 
What you should do is draw a line 
using a level as a guide to mark 
the upper limits of the tile and 
then work down from this. By 
using this system you'll be sure 
that the top of the tilework is 
absolutely level and any trimming 
will be done at baseboard height 
where it won’t be very conspicu- 
ous. 


When it comes to applying tile 
to a floor, a somewhat different 
treatment is required. What you 
do here is to measure opposite 
walls, find the midpoint of each 
and run a chalk line between. Do 
the same on the adjacent walls so 
that the floor is 
quarters. 


Now start laying the tile from 
the middle of the room, doing a 
quarter at a time. If you started 
the tile along one wall and 
worked acréss to the other you'd 
find that pretty soon, because of 
the fact that the room isn’t com- 
pletely square, that the tile would 
be running at an angle to the wall 
rather than parallel to it.

South ducke’. and 
West won with the queen. West 
made the best shift, to a low club, 
but this did not save him. 
captured ’s nine, cashed the 
heart jack, then led a spade to 
the ace and cashed dummy’s top 
hearts, discarding a spade and a 
club from his own hand. 


With all hands reduced to four 
cards, dummy’s were the spade 
six, the heart eight, and the 10-7 
of diamonds. East was out of the 
running except for‘his high heart. 
South had kept the A-J of dia- 
monds and the K-7 of clubs; while 
West had to hold the high spade 
and therefore either had to blank 
the diamond king or keep the 
club ace unguarded. Whatever he 
chose to do could be countered 
by the declarer. Actually, West 
chose to blank the club ace. 
Thereupon, declarer threw him in 
with the spade, and after West 
had cashed the club ace, he had 
to lead up to South’s diamond 
tenace.
